School Board Ready To 
Inaugurate New CIsuss 
Here Next Semester 


A .small group of interested 
citizen.s turnefi out at the gram- 
' m.ir school auditorium Wednesiiay 
night to hear a talk on the 
vital iifiportance of fire piotec- 
tion and con.servition in the moun¬ 
tains above Sierra Madre. 

W. V. Mendenhall, forest .super¬ 
visor of Angelas Forest, princi¬ 
pal .s))e:ikor of the evening, was 
introduced by John L. FitzGorald, 
conservation chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who 
stres.sed the .act that it is up 
to the people of Sierra Mailre to 
immednUely .send letters to Repre¬ 
sentative Carl Hin.shaw and Sen¬ 
ators Downey and John.-on, urg¬ 
ing an appropriation that will 
adequately cover cost of fire pre¬ 
vention work. 

“It is too late when a fire 
breaks out,” said Jlr. FitzGerald. 
“A'ou have got to prevent forest 
fires or the reasons for them.” 

He also suggested that indi¬ 
vidual letter.s he written to T. 
Fenton Knight at Sacramento in 
referenre to .Assembly bill No. 
521, the “State conservation bill,” 
calling for an appropri.ition of 
more th:in two million doll.irs for 
fire protection in the foothills. 

Using problems facing forest 
service as his tnemc Mr. Men¬ 
denhall stated that fire problem.s 
have changed in .Angclu.s forest 
during the past 25 years and said 
it was well to keep in miml that 
in southern California forests are 
brush covered rather tlian tim¬ 
ber, and while a fore.st fire in 
otlier state.s might mean tre¬ 
mendous financial loss "removal 
of brush covering in Angolus for¬ 
est causes a loss that cannot be 
measured in dollars and cents,” 
adding; 

“We are still offering the type 
of fire protection we had 15 to 
20 years ago. In 1933, through 
the aid of CCC, we had 18 men 
working in Angelas forest, and 
in two and ono-half years we 
went to town on the development 
of fire breaks, and look outs. We 
were about 75 to 80 per cent 
finished with the job when the 
government began to realize that 
CCC camps had a value that had 
not before tH-en recognized. 
Gradually the backwoods areas 
began to lose their help, until 
now there are just three workers 
In the Angeles forest, and tlie 
work is still about 15 per cent 
uncompleted.”

Legrislative 

Comments 

By T. FENTON KNIGHT

S ENTIMENT in favor of gov- 
enrnmental ecomnomy has 
spread so rapidly through 
both houses of the legislature 

since March 6th that practically 

every departmental head in Sac¬ 
ramento has assumed a worried 
expression over the ultimate fate 
of some hoped for appropriation 
at this session. Dr. Dewey Ander¬ 
son’s request for an additional 

$4,000,000 to carry on unemploy¬ 
ment relief until July 1 was the 
shock which crystallzed a formid¬ 
able group of Assemblymen into 
a united opposition until they 
can be convinced by facts and 
fieaires that the necessity of this 
additional appropriation is im¬ 
perative. 

Those now delving into the 
whys and wherefores of the ad¬ 
ditional $4,000,000 apparently can 
; not forget that the new State Re- 
j leif Administrator refused only 
I .some 60 days ago to accept an 
appropriation of $11,7.50,000 to 
carry on the work of his de¬ 
partment to April 20 in order 
that more accurate data might be 
compiled under his supervision as 
to the needs for the balance of 
the fiscal year. At that time he 
demanded, and received a unani¬ 
mous vote for an emergency ap¬ 
propriation of nearly $20,000 090 
to finish out the current biennium. 
Even Dr. Anderson’s warmest 
supporters now realize that the 
additional funds are not going to 
be voted into his hands without 
proof of a convincing nature. 

It Is rea.sonably probable that 
Dr. Anderson’s request for addi¬ 
tional funds will probably en¬ 
counter even greater difficulties 
in the Senate than in t.ae As¬ 
sembly. A fair example of the 
Senate’s attitude toward matters 
of this nature is the refusal to 
pi.ss a deficiency bill of $183,740 
to meet the payroll for 978 em¬ 
ployees of the Motor Vehicle De- 
^ partment pending the collection 
I of certain revenues due that de- 
I partment.
